The  girls  slept  in  cabins  (some  unheated) 
and  attended  lectures,  discussions,  sing-outs,  poster  contests,  work 
shops,  and  movies,  all  the  while  working  together  to  produce  the 
final  climax-a  COMMUNITY  MASS. 

The  altar  was  hand  made,  along  with  the  candle  holders,  altar 
cloths,  priest's  garments,  hosts,  and  banners.  Songs  were  written, 
and  guitars  twanged  as  all  merged  in  one  great  procession  into  the 
log-cabin  church.  Spectators  came  from  all  parts  to  witness  this 
Mass,  and  to  share  in  the  noon  meal.
